MURTAUGH - Eightccn-yeor-old Justin 
Rickert can’t remember, the nccidcm last 
January that nearly took his life - “post- 
traumatic amnesia." his doctors arc calling 

No one witnessed the explosion, but a 
home-made launching device apparently 
misfired and flew 50 feet. The 10-ineh- 
long pipe and its attached base crushed his 
skull ateve the eyes. 

■ Sheriffs investiga- 
tors assume Justin 
was conducting a sci- 
ence project when the 
experiment went 
awry. 

Justtn spent five 
hours in surgery after 
the accident, while 
doctors at Magic Val- 
ley Regional Medical 
Center'fcmovcd bro* 
Rickert ken bone fragments 
from the bwn sac. 

He wW.up neariyv,twcf weeks later in a 
Boiseh^ilal. . • 

‘‘Ii was* scary," he said. "1 pulled off my-- 
bandage, and saw a 2 -inch hole in my head, 
ondi couldn’tbelieve-it I tHobght it was a 

driaMn*” 

But seeing his foce in the mirror that day 
brought another shock. It was like seeing 
his face for the first time - ever. 

"1 don’t know who I was before the acci- 
dent.’* Justin said. " H was like be ing bom 
all over again." 

Back home in Murtaugh, Justin is trying 
to pull his life back together. 

He recognizes everything around him: 
his parents, Dallas and Lyn Rickert; his 
dog. M^isper, his classmates and teachers 
at Calvd^hristian Scjiool in Buricy; and 
his girlfncmlHUhcped. He can remember

"I don't recognize him," he said. “1 know 
who he is, and 1 see him as me, but he's 
diflTcrent - somebody difTercnt'' 

Justin remembers his life, but those first 
18 years arc detached from himself as if 
^cy happened lo another person. The only 
Justin he knows is just two months old. 

“In a lot of the ways I’m still the same,” 
he said. "But sometimes my mom gets this 
funny look on her face, - like I’m doing 
something wrong.”

Legislators won’t allocate fiinds for therapy 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Utah 
spends millions of dollars a year on 
sex-ofTender therapy, but lawmakers 
still have not earmarked a cent 
specifically for that purpose. 

“There really has never been any 
money appropriated for sex-offender 
therapy, ever," said Utah State 
Prison supervising psychologist Ron 
Sanchez. "What we do is basically 
end-up using therapists from the 
mental-health program." 

Tlicre was no money appropriated 
for therapy when lawmakers imple- 
mented tough penalties in 1983, and 
there was nothing again last month 
when they voted to wipe out most 

— niinliHum-mundntory-sentcnccs."* 

That concerns Sanchez, who said 
the public generally has supported 
punitive measures rather than treat- 
ment. 


‘The fact of the matter is, all of 
the .sex offenders that arc incarcerat- 
ed arc going to be going home 
sometime,” he said. "They may be 
living next door to you or me, and 
when that happens. I’d rather them 
have gone through a full course of 
therapy.” 

State Sen. Lyle Hillyard, R- 
Logan, was the sponsor of the 1983 
bill creating minimum-mandatory 
sentences of 3 to 15-years for sexual 
offenses. 

He defends the measure as a good 
move at the time — one that put 
prosecutors in the driver's scat 
instead of judges. But Hillyard now 
-supporu-shifling-ihc-dccision-mak- 
ing authority to the state Board of 
Pardons and Parole. 

He said his change of view is 
based In part on the improved ability 


of psychological experts to distin- 
gui.sh .sex offenders susceptible to 
treatment from hard-core deviants 
who should be kept locked away to 
protect the public. 

Hillyard said .abolishing mini- 
mum-mandatory sentences, “will 
force us as a state to invest more 
money” ip treatment. 

Three fijll-limc and two part-time 
therapists how handle ease' loads of 
about 40 sex offenders each at the 
prison. Sanchez spends most of hi.s 
time on administrative and clerical 
duties because he has no staff. 

Just one-third of the prison’s sex 
offenders — 261 of 779 — arc 
_undcr_ircolmcnL_More_lbaiLl00 arc 
on waiting lists. 

It.'s about half what is needed, 
said prison mental-health adminis- 
trator Robert Vcrvillc. 


“Ideally, we would be able to treat 
iwo-ihirds of the sex offenders," 
Vcrvillc said. 

The other third isn't ready for 
Ireatmcnl or refusesjo admit any 
guilt — the initial re’quirement for 
therapy. 

Most of Utah's sex-offender treat- 
ment is provided outside prison — 
either in a residential program at one 
of the state's three halfway houses, 
or in outpatient core with private 
’ centers or individual therapists. 

. Sex offenders in outpatient care, 
-whether they arc on parole or proba- 
tion, must pay for it: a minimum of 
*S2Q0 ti month. 

' The prison and halfway house 
programs arc paid for by taxpayers 
— although Corrections officials 
insist they have no breakdown ^f 
how much.

DENVER.(AP) — It seemed a 
cinch to find favor with conservatives 
at least — a gathering of governors 
and state lawmakers to find ways of 
putting the states back on an equal 
footing witK~Washington. 

Some liberals don't like the idea. 
But neither do some ultra-conserya- 
“tivc’Republicans, and one of them, a 
Colorado state senator, js making it 
his business to stop the Conference of 
ihe States before it starts. 

— His m^notbe-an uphill struggle.-— 
The conference will take place only 
if at least 26 states pass resolutions 
promising to take part. To date, 14 
have accepted the invitation, and the 
matter is pending in 24. 

The event, tentatively set for 
October in- Philadelphia, was con- 
ceived more than a year ago by Utah 
Gov. Mike Lcavin, a Republican, with 
Nebraska’s Democratic Gov, Ben 
Nelson. They say the historic sinte- 
feden^ balance tilts too much toward 


Washington and they ore looking for 
ways to shift more power bock to the 
states. 

But state Sen. Charles Duke fears 
the conferees will tear up the U.S. 
Constitution. He is lobbying against 
the conference by fox, on talk radio 
and before stale legislatures. 

"If the people who would destroy 
our Constitution were to gain control 
of (the conference), then we see that 
the potential for the^estruction of our 
Constitution is vciy high," said Duke,' 
0 S2-year-oId firebrand who calls him- 
self a “real Republican, as opposed to 
that nonsen% we see in Washington.” 

After he warned a California leg- 
islative committee that the Conference ' 
of the States might be dangerous, the 
panel killed n resolution supporting it. 

Already. 12 legislatures reject^ or 
failed to consider participation in the 
event. The objection often cited was a 
fear that the conference could become 
n full-blown constitutional convention 


that would amend and weaken the 
U.S. Constitution. 

Bewildered and dismayed confer- 
ence organizers blame the surprise 
assault from the Republican for right. 

“It's clearly been a disruption, and 
one we didn't expect,” Leavitt said. 
“You would .think there would be 
resistance, but 1 never thought it 
would come from the for right," 

The Conference of the States has 
other opponents. Liberals fear it 
would tamper-wiih civil ri^ts.'Some 
stales balk at the cost of joining what 
might become a long and expensive 
undettaking. 

The lost such meeting was held in 
1787, when governors met to discuss 
stales' rights with the new nation's 
founders, according to Bill Vbii, a 
senior project director at the Council 
of Slate Governments in Lexington, 
Ky., a sponsor and the organizer of 
the event 

The other sponsors are another 


research organization, the 'Notional 
Conference of Stale Legislatures, 
and the National Governors 
Association. 

Duke, an engineer and college, 
teacher who lives north of Colorado 
Springs in atown called Monument, is . 
a self-proclaimed “messenger” of the ' 
Patriot Movement, one of a burgeon- 
ing number of little-known organize- .-r 
tions that fear the federal government 
is growing too strong. 

Duke also is a vo^ member of the 
10th Amendment movement, named 
for (he last item in (he Bill of Rights 
which gives states all powers not 
specifically assigned to the fcdcraL. 
government. The movement claims 
that it is time to invoke the protection 
against federal excess. 

Th'e scjiaior is also promoting his 
own resolution, now adopted by 16 
states, he said, that reiterates state sov- 
ereignty under the lOih Amendment 
with a reminder for Congress. '

heard arguments on their appeal

House lawmakers earn ‘B’ 
for its work the past 100 days 


Pany unity proved a big pjus in helping 
-lawmakers meet thc Conlracl^sJOO^day. 
dc adlmc, independent thinking still is the 
area most fh need ofimprovemcnlr 

The sweeping impact of the House Re- 
publican "Contract With America" should 
be highlighted in any assessment of the 
first 100 days. Whether one agreed with 
the new majority or nol. it was undeniably 
a can-do experience. 

"i As promised.' one by one the House 
leadership shepherded Contract elemcnt.s 
ton votc.'All but one passed. / 

That stunning performance - keeping 
the promise - warrants accolades. The fact 
that they accomplished so much amid 
skcptici.sm and time constraints made the 
achievement even more impressive. 

In category No. I . lawmakers produced 
big stulT and deserved a big grade. 

Much of the reason for that was a strong 
disploy of party unity. Of the Contract 
bills passed, Republicans enjoyed party 
support 97 percent of the time. 

While’, some observers laud party unity 
- and it is necessary, to a point - members 
of Congress arc elected to vote their con- 
science, ns well. Too often it appeared that 
the new majority was marching in lock- 
step. 

Admittedly, most of the time that was 
because they agreed with the Contract. 
Those who didn’t, however, were bad- 
gered mercilessly to fall into line. In truth, 
they were hono^-bound, by signing the 
Contract, only to bring the various i.ssucs 
: to the floor. Republicans need to improve 
their independent thinking to bring up 
their average grade in category No. 2. 

As far as participation, category No. 3. 
is concerned, the House also turned in a 
top-flight performance. Through March, 
the House was in session for nearly 300 
hours. During the last 20 years, the House 
averaged ohly one-fourth that number of 
hours. 

And lawmakers’ voted a hcck of a lot • 
more than 300 times, which amounted tOi 
double or better the rate of many years. 

Given all those votes, meetings and par- 
ly unity, it’s not surprising (hat atten- 
dance, category No. 4, during the first 100 
days was quite (|bod - particularly by Rc- 
publicans.-1}utiklMcord lo-emulatc. . 

Ocing there translate into ongo- 


ing good deportment, though, the is.suc in 
-caicgory.No. 5. Of course, the .matters be- 
ing debated oHcn were eonteniious and 
difflcult.'But^hat’s'no cxccsc-for'a num- - 
ber of instances of tcstincss. Democrats 
had their moments of unpleasantness, as 
well. 

Also somewhat ugly was how the Re- 
publicans handled being in control aflcr so- 
many years -^sort of lording it over 
Democrats. Some sassincss is understand- 
able, but not snottincss. Otherwise, law- 
makers will continue to earn average 
. grades. 

The grade in category No, 6 reflects the 
main shortcoming of the contract's 100- 
day deadhne. Despite the sound and the 
fury of that effort, arbitrary deadlines 
aren't a good idea for key legislation, such 
os welfare reform. With the 100 days, the 
scorekeeping risked becoming more im- 
portant than the lawmaking. 

Again, it’s understandable that Republi- 
cans wanted to stick with the program as 
outlined it) the contract. 

That doe.sn't make the approach ..wise, 
though. It lakes much more time in conf- 
miltccs and on the floor to perfect legis- 
lation. Thus the performance was aver- 
age. 

The House did better in coicgory No. 7, 
producing high-quality work, although the 
rush of the 100 days had its limifs. 

A lux-cut bill, which would help stimu- 
late the economy, and another to improve 
congressional accountability, for example, 
were useful. A welfare bill, however, 
would give too much flexibility to states 
and lacks sufTicIcnt federal guidelines. 

Overall, the House turned in a solid per- 
formance much better than average. It 
was a historic session, if a bit frightening,

The typical response is, 
“Don’t we all." But Kctron’s 
weight problem is different. 
She’s trying to gain weight. 

People don’t understand, 
Ketron said. She’s the one they 
love to hate. 

‘“Everybody wishes they had 
this problem, but what people 
don’t'^rcalizc is it’s just as frus- 
iratin*g not being able to gain 
weight,” said Ketron, with a 
sigh. "I was sick over Christ- 
mas, and I lost 10 pounds and 
putting it back on has been a 
real struggle.” 

Ketron has always been thin. 
It runs in her family. At age 25, 
she is 5 feet, 2 inches. tall and 
wcighs-98-pounds~She-can’t 
find clothes that fit her, espe- 
cially pants or jeans. 

“'I could'Wcar a size 12 or 14 
in the girls department if I 
didn't mind strawberries on the 
pockets,” she said. 

'Often, metabolism is the cul- 
prit among people who are too 
thin, said Elva McNurlin, a reg- 
istered dietitian at Magic Valley 
Regional Medical Center, where 
Ketron works as a registered 
nurse. But, not counting those 
with eating disorders or other 
illnesses, McNurlin said she sel< 
dom counsels people who arc 
trying to gain weight. 

'“Most of the people 1 see 
want to lose it.” she said. 

Such people arc always giv- 
ing Ketron advice. 

"They say, “Why don’t you 
get pregnant?'" Ketron said. 
“Or they oficr to give me 10 of 
their pounds." 

Ketron doesn’t have children 
yet; but, if she ever does, she 
said she hopes they won't have 
a concern about their weight ei- 
ther way.

Lithium, a psychoactive drug, is 
iused to treat manic depression in 
: adults. 

The researchers studied 50 chil- 
; dren, ranging in age from 5 to 12 
years, who were nospitalized at 
Bellevue Hospital Center in New 
York. All but four were boys. 
Youngsters in the study exhibited a 
severely aggressive type of conduct 
disorder. chaYacterized by physical

• treatments had failed In these chil- 
dijm- 


'All^attictpancs Weicplsced on a- 
two-week course of placebo, or 
"sugar pill.” Half the group then 
received lithium for six weeks. The 
other half continued to take placebo. 
All children took placebo for the final 
two weeks of the study. 

Forty percent of youngsters who 
received lithium showed "marked 
improvement” compared with 4 per- 
cent of those who took placebo, the

Magda Campbell, lead author of the 
study, cautioned that lithium shmtld 
only be used when psychotherapy 
and other types of medication have 
failed.
